Chinese Royalty. 


The present emperor of China is 


Huang Hsn, who succeeded to tho throno 
Jan. 12, 1875. Ho was ono of the young- 
est mqnarclis who over ascended tho 
throne, being at tho date of accession 
only 3 years old. There havo been 23 
dynasties in China, the royul history of 
this country being better ascertained 
than that of any other which reaches 
back to ancient times. With eonio few 
breaks, the Chinese havo had a regular 
succession of sovereigns since Fulihi, 
who, tho Chinese say, reigned from C.

OLD:TIME DOCTORS. 


The Slot Principle Applied to Kestaumnts. 


No Wailcra to Fee or to Swear At—A 
Good Lunch Basket Scheme Used on 
German K«il\v»ys. 


Germany is showing the rest of 1110 


ttoxld how "quick lunches" may be 
lerved without employing -waiters and 
how a hungry person may have, just 
what he wants to eat and drink at a 
fixed price without paying an extra tip 
and without feeling 
himself called 


•upon, no matter how particular ho may 
be, to find fault with the service unless 
lie is satisfied to make his complaint to 
a mechanical contrivance, which differs 
from some waiters in so far that it 
makes no pretense of caring a rap or 
the turn of a handle how uncomfortable 
or how badly served the hungry one 
may bo. The contrivance, which has 
been perfected by the Quisicaim compa- 
ny of Berlin is so perfectly arranged 
that even those people who object to 
the manner of washing the cups and 
plates 
in the ordinary quick 
lunch 


places are deprived of their cause for 
complaint because every customer may 
supervise the cleaning of the cup which 
he will use, and if he is so inclined may 
attend to the duty himself. 


The quick lunch stands are provided 


with automatic spraying nozsdes for 
cleaning glass and china and insure per- 
fect cleanliness. 
No rubber tubing is 


used to conduct liquids, silver tubes be- 
ing employed for the purpose. The .serv- 
ice is run by clockwork. 


In place of the ordinary counter there 


are sets of ornamental cabinets ranged 
along one side of the room, which have 
a shelf 
projecting at a 
convenient 


height, upon which glasses and cups are 
placed. Above these there are faucets 
and a number of slots to receive the 
coin. When the customer has decided 
what sort of a drink ho wants—coffee, 
tea, chocolate or beof tea—ho drops the 
coin in the slot and receives the regula- 
tion quantity. The cold drinks—lemon- 
ade, soda water and all sorts of ' 'soft 
drinks"—arc kept in glasH vessels and 
the hot drinks in nickel tanks surround- 
ed by a hot water bath, which is heated 
by gas. 


But the. establishment is not limited 


to drinks, and the hungry man may 
also be served. Sandwiches and cakes 
aro kept in a glass stand, circular in 
shape, which is covered with a glass 
bell. Each bell contains about u do/.on 
sandwiches, and the purchaser indicates 
his choice by dropping his coin into the 
slot opposite the kind ho wants, and the, 
stand revolves sufficiently to bring his 
sandwich to an opening where lie may 
take it out. Stands similarly arranged 
provide hot 
beef, chicken and other 


meats. 


The quick lunch is nothing new in 


Germany, though, as any person will 
know who has miulo a railroad trip be- 
tween Berlin and Copenhagen by way 
of Warnemunde. A man who made the 
trip several years ago said: 


" We were coming back from Den- 


mark and stopped at a little place on 
the German frontier at about noon. 
Everybody was hungry, and the Ameri- 
can contingent was disappointed when 
the conductor shouted, 'Funf minutcu 
aufenthalt.' We knew that live minutes 
would not give us time for a. meal, and 
we lost no time in leaving the. coach as 
soon aa it was unlocked. Everybody 
rushed pellmoll 
into the restaurant, 


•where a lot of wire tilings that looked 
like old fashioned rattraps were piled 
np. 
Everybody grabbed a trap, paid 


about 35 cents for it and rushed back to 
the train. 


"What looked like a trap was really 


an ingeniously contrived lunch basket 
having three compartments. In otic was 
an ample portinn of chicken; the next 
contained sandwiches, and the third a 
dainli" piece, of pastry and a .small bot- 
tle of wine, over which a l i t t l e d-ink- 
ing glass was fastened. 
Little salt and 


pepper shakers anil a k n i f o and 
furl; 


were fastened to the sides, and 
the 


whole was covered with a Japanese pa- 
per napkin. The fact t h a t we wen: all 
hungry and that the.whole, arrangement 
was unexpected may have had some- 
thing to do with our enjoyment of the 
luncheon, but it was agreed that it was 
the most perfect of the 'quick' kind we 
had ever seen. The bottom of the wire 
lunch basket was eovered with a piece 
of glass, and a paper beneath it bnre t r i e 
request in (iermaii, French and English 
to leave the empty basket w i t h t he train- 
hand. " 


Managers of quick lunch places say 


that the automatic restaurant would 
not be pjilroniyed sullicieiitly to make it 
pay in New York. 


"Tin1 main object of the automatic 


arrangement, " said one, "is to do away 
w i t h waiters and save 
t i n - outlay on 


that aeennnt. 
We have accomplished 


that end by making every man bis own 
waiter, and 1 believe t h a t breakage in 
machines, f a l l i n g otV in trade and coun- 
terfeit coins would make a change from 
our present system to the a u t o m a t i c an 
expensive experiment. 
As to the quick 


lunches, for travelers on railway trains, 
lunch can be done, and no one knows 
that better than the traveler who is 
compelled to make a meal of what lie 
can buy from the dealer in pii-s, apples 
and yandwielu-N who hawks his wares 
Ibrough tile cars. The builVt and the 
dining cars have reduced bis lield of 
operation, but be is still in hn-iness. 
selling the same old sandwiches to the 
people who cannot ail'nnl to ride in 
drawing room ears, anil to them the 
quick lunch on the plan of those \\bich 
they have in some parts of Kiiropr- \vi mid 
be it bles.-ing. "—New York Trii>un.-.

The Stuiluuts Helped Their Teachers In 


1'rauticnl Work. 


During tht: la.st century in America 


the medical education of a young stu- 
dent was generally what ho picked up 
by serving us an apprentice to some 
uoti'd practitioner, which combined tho 
duties of a student with man}- menial 
affairs. 


Pie ground the powders, mixed tho 


pill.s, rode with the doctor on his rounds, 
held, tho basin when the patient was 
bled, helped to adjust the plasters, sew 
the wounds and run with vials of medi- 
rnne from ono end of town to the other. 
It was a white dsiy when such a youns* 
man enjoyed the rare good fortune of 
dissecting a. halt' putrid arm. So great 
indeed was the difficulty of obtaining 
anatomical subjects that the medical 
school of Harvard college made a single 
body do duty for a whole year. 


Under such circumstances the doc- 


tor's knowledge was practical, and de- 
rived from personal experience rather 
than from books. The advantages of 
stiuly were sparingly enjoyed. 
Few 


physicians boasted, of a library of 50 
volumes. 


His apprenticeship ended, tho stndeut 


returned to his native town to assume 
the practice of medicine. At that period, 
with the exception of the minister and 
the judge, the doctor was the most im- 
portant personage in his community. 
His genial face, his engaging manners, 
the sincerity with which ho iiumircd 
after the carpenter's daughter and tho 
interest which ho took in the family of 
the poorest laborer made him the fa- 
vorite for miles around. Ho knew the 
names and personal history of the occu- 
pants of every house he passed. The 
farmer's lads pulled off their hats to 
him and the girls dropped courtesies as 
lie passed. Sunshine and rain, daylight 
and darkness, were alike to him. Ho 
would ride ten niilc.s in the darkest 
night over the worst of roads in a pelt- 
ing storm to administer a. dose of calo- 
mel to an old woman or attend a child 
in a fit. 


Tho drugs \vere stowed away on the 


shelves of the village stcre, among 
heaps of shoes, Rohan hats, packages oi 
seeds and flitches of bacon. 


The physician was compelled to com- 


pound his own drugs, make his own 
tinctures and put up his own prescrip- 
tions. His saddlebag wTis the only drug 
store within 40 miles. Each spring the 
blood must be purified, the kidneys ex- 
cited and the damsel who fainted pro- 
fusely bled. Large doses of senna and 
manna and rhubarb and molasses -were 
taken daily. It -was safe to say that 
more medicine was taken every year by 
the well than is uow tidceu b3r the sick 
in tho same time.

The Date of Tliclr Origin Unknown, Tney 


Arc So Very Ancient. 


If you desire to know about tho scar- 


city of really reliable data ou the histo- 
ry of spoons, take down your h:>ndbooks 
and encyclopedias ami see if it doesu't 
tako you a long-while to learn anything 
concerning their origin, "nativity," 
etc. In fact, tho antiquarians do not 
pretend to give us anything of value in 
that line. It is admitted that they uro 
"very ancient," but just exactly how 
old they are and by whom and where 
they were first used are points upon 
which we are left completely in tho 
dark. Oreighton says, "Spoons must 
have been a very ancient invention, for 
a Saxon spoon of perforated silver gilt, 
ornamented with gems, was found in u 
grave at Sarre, Thnnet. " 


When forks were unknown, spoons 


played a very important part at the ta- 
ble. Spoons of the thirteenth century, 
and even later, had handles terminat- 
ing in a knob, knot, acorn or other odd 
and cumbersome devices. About the 
period of the restoration, of which so 
much is said in English history, a groat 
change •was made in 
tins forms of 


spoons. In some of the unique patterns 
the "spoon" parr was divided into two, 
three and even four puns, and the han- 
dle always split or twisted and turned 
up instead of down and back. Spoons 
of that; period were all blunt instead of 
being pointed as in tho forms generally 
seen at present. They continued short 
ind blunt down to the. time of George 


when they were first made pointed 


\nd had the handles turned down in- 
stead of up. 


About (he year 
IfiOO what were, 


mown as "Apostle spoons" were iutro- 
luced. They were so called because 
they had the figures of the 12 apostles 
carved upon their handles. They were 


encrally given by sponsors to children 


at their time of baptism. The wealthy 
presented the entire 13, those who could 
uob afford to indulge, in such extrava- 
gance giving one or more, according as 
they felt able. 


Tho most curious mul remarkable 


spoon in the world perhaps is a "coro- 
nation spoon," preserved among tho 
other royal relics in tho tower of Lon- 
don. The/bowl is of gold and tho han- 
dle of silver. The handle is split down 
the middle and set with all kinds of 
precious stones. The relic is valued at 
about £20,000, or upward of If 100,000.
